From the very beginning I was told by the Soviet 
agents that should 1 ever be apprehended in the course of 
my activities, that I could not expect any help from them 
directly, but would just have to take the consequences. I 
was told th.at this was one of the risks Involved in the nature 
of the activities we v/ere purs^lln2. However, it was indicated h 
to me that should it be feasible large sums would be made i.' 

available for legal aid. ■ 







PiiiiCAUTIOys 




General note should be made that these precautions 
vjere not the result of a regular course of instruction, but 
might better be considered as a ’’stock of lore" acquired over 
a period of years. However, it should be emphasized that this 
lore was always the result of specific suggestions by Soviet 
agents . 

Below are givezi the precautions which I employed 
with each of the Soviet agents with whom I worked. There 
will be a considerable amount of duplication, since in general 
the same techniques vzerc employed; 

A 

I was told to double check to make certain there 
was no surveyance. I was told to use a technique v/hlch went 
as follows: 

1 was to walk dovm a dark side -street and note 
if anyone vrore following me. Also should I suspect any 
surveillance, I v/as to stop on a relatively deserted street 
and pretend to tie by shoelaces. 

Further. PATJT,. liked to eat in rcstaurarts with 
booths siich as the "Shanty” chain. PAUL told me that it was 
more difficult to observe people conversing and also less 
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conspicuous than sitting in the open. 

PAUL had a fear of the various snapshot takers 
who were prevalent on the streets of Manhattan at that time, 
and would take me across the other side of the street to 
avoid us being snapped together. 

It should be noted most of the meetings with PAbL j.' 
were in the day time for the reason that I was employed on the ; 

night-shift at the Pennsylvania Sugar Company at that time and ; 

on obtaining information from their files would bring it directly 
to New York after leaving work in the morning; this inf onnation 
would then be returned to me v;ithln a few hours at the most '} 

after it had been copied, 

B ST^'VS 

Again I was cautioned to double-check against the 
possibility of being ivatched. In addition I vjas told to arrive 
early for my meetings with STSVil. Also 1 was told to observe 
the following method should I suspect anyone of trailing me: 

To elude the "tail” I was to take a subway train and sit fairly 
near the exit doors. After going several stops aiid just as 
the doors v?ere closing I was to jump up and rush through them. 


This would accomplish a double purpose; (1) It would prevent 
the "tail" from following me. (2) I would give the appearance 
of a man who had just realized that he was going to miss his 
stop. 

One more tecb-nique was told to me and this was 
that I was to go into a movie, sit there awhile, and then 
exit, but through a side exit and at a moment v;hen a great 
crowd was leaving. 

A somevjhat similar dodge x^as to be employed by 
entering a departiuent store and either losing myself in the 
crovjds there or in exiting by one of the side means of egress. 


Prom the beginning FRED insisted on my coming 
early for appolnfenents , as much as two or three hours 5-n 
advance ant) that I should observe great care as a routino-- 
alwaysl FRciD often left me to perform an independent chech 
on possible surveyance himself and then ivould meet me some. 


say, tv/enty niinutes later. On such occasions, before leaving 
i'RED would advise mo as to the location of a new spot for 
our rendezvous xvhich was to take place the second time that 






On one occasion, in August of- 1933, I was going 
to New York tomset FRED and I saw him in a coach of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad train which I had boarded at the 
North Philadelphia Station. I went to say hello and he 
brushed, by me and disappeared into the next coach. I searched, 
for quite a while but couldn't locate him at all on the train, 

When I arrived in New York and went to the appointed ^ 
meeting' place FRED did not shov/ up for at least an hour, and J 
when he did he was furious. Be said that under no circumstanced 
should I ever attempt to recognize him in public, except at our 
appointed meeting place. 

One final item re FRED; He too had a great fear 
oi the street snapshot takers and on one occasion wanted to 
hit the man when the street photographer Insisted on taking 
his photograph. 

D. (SH'.EhOV) 

SAil told me that if I should detect signs of 
svirveillance at the moment of our meeting, then I shoiild keep 
on or if he should detect signs of surveil 1 cncs he would 

keep on going and would make no attempt to effect contact. .In 
such cases 1 was not to follov/ him, but if he came ai''ound again, 





in say five to ten minutes, then this was a sign that every- 
thing vjos all right aiici that his suspicions had been ureinatune. 

SAfi also advised me that if we should detect any 
signs of being watched vjhile we were at dinner, that we were 
to act in the following manner: 

Should he ever stand up suddenly in the middle of 
a sentence, slap me on the back, tell me to pay the bill, and 
say, I have left my money at home and then should SAIi leave, 

I was to take this as a signal that he had observed someone 
vratching ns. I was to sit in the restaurant for some twenty 
to thirty minutes and upon leaving, was to follow a very 
elusive course composed of a deal of dodging and turning. 

I was to take buses, subways and taxicabs, but all in one 
direction, however, as if I were heading for a definite des- 
tination. Then he was to call one of my cousins in hew York 
as a cover up for my reason for being in the city. Further, 

L was not to returr,. to Philadelphia that night. Also, If I 
thought it necessary, when I did leave for Philsdelpbia. I was 
to go in ■ the opposite direction, that is away from Philadelphia 
‘the next day. 


^^urther, dAIi told me that the best teclualcue for 
getting rid of any incriminatory evidence or pieces of paper 
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on my person, was to walk along, tear the paper jnto very 
tiny bits, and scatter it as I walked. SAk stated such a 
tecbjsique inade it impossible for anyone to recover all of 
the shredded material, particularly if It hapoened to be a 
windy day. 

As an example of GAM ' 5 ability at his business, 
he once related to me the follov/ing incident: 

He said he x-vfas in Kansas in a small toxvn and was 
seeking to get in touch x,jith a man and his wife, whom he 
iQievr lived on a farm near the town. SAfl said that he reasoned 
that they must come into town on some occasions and he began to 
wonder where the one place was which they v/ere almost certain 
to visit. Finally he struck on the idea that Americans always 
went to drug stores, if only to purchase necessities such as 
tooth paste and .shaving; cream. Thereupon he inquired In one 
of the two drug stores in the town and sure enough at the first 
place the druggist readily identified the couple whom he was 
seeking aiid told him just v;here they lived. 

il. JOHI'l (YAKOVLEV) 

Again 1 was always told to arrive at least an hour 
or two before our meetings and to check carefully for any signs 
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of 1)61112 watched. In the case with this man I was told neVer 
to wait more than five minutes at an appointed meeting place. 

Paul had previously told me to wait about fifteen minutes, 
oTSVE the same time, FRED, .however w&s often as late as thirty 
minutes and SAli had set tv/enty minutes as the definite waiting 
time. ' On one occasion SAI'''j did not show up for two hours and 
I waited for the .simple reason that I had no return fare to 
Philadelphia. PinaMy he shov/ed up. He said that he had bean i. 
unable to maPe the original meeting but had just stopped by 
with the chsnce that I might still be there, for which I was 
grateful. 

General Hote : I viould like to make clear that when 
I was instructed to arrive at least an hour or two nrior to a 
meeting, I was supposed to keep on the m.ove all the time and 
watch for signs of surveillance, checking by the techniques 
which I have been given, then on arriving at the appointed 
meeting place I w as to vxait on th.at spot only for the agreed upon 
time . 

P. SAHYTCilEV 

1 . lieeting at the Hi llside Theatre, Jamaic a 
, Generally I v/as told to arrive in Hew York at least . 

arj hour or two eai’ller. When I met SARYTCilEV there at the 
appointed time he told me to walk back one block, turn to the 
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left and walk down two, then tn.rn to the left and v;alk back 
one and there meeting on the dark side street. 

oARYTCHEV v;as very "tail” conscious. \>Je kept winding 
in and out of deserted street. Forest Hills, hew Gardens, and 
Jamaica, for about X'our hours on the go all the time during 
otir conversation. 

2* !-'!eebing at the Bronx Zoo 

My Instructions on these occasions vjas as follows: 

1 was to take the subway, going to 17ilth Street stop 
of the Bronx Zoo Iiine, this is an elevator at this point. I 
was to leave the subway at 17it-th Street and I'vralk up to 177th 
Street, this last I believe is the Boston Road Station. At 
177th Street I was given a specific side of the street on vJhich 
to walk, that is the right-hand going out to the end of the 
line. At 177th Street I vias to cross the intersection there 
and pass in front of a cafeteria for observation, where I 
und.erstand SARYTCFEV was to be posted (when I actually did 
keep this I'endezvous I looked In the v/indow of the cafeteria, 
but could not see SARYTCIIEV) . Then. I *was to ascend the 
elevated, steos and take the train one more stop to If 0th Street 
and. Bronx Park, the end of the line, and to wait there until 
SARl'i’CHEV contacted me. The exact sr>ot was near the ladies 
entrance of a saloon called McCartiiy ' .f. i 








G- ' Added Prec3x\tloTi5 as x^dmonlshed by Soviet Age nts 


1. I v/as advi;;ed never to read tb© ’’Daily llorker” 

or other Communist Party literature. This advice was given to 
me by PAUL, ,3T£\/L’, Pd£D, SAiM and JOHi;. These men told me that 
they themselves would keep me abreast of world events and that 
I was not to bother viith Communist Party publications in the 
United States. In general, it raight be noted, all of these :■ 

men showeda tremendous contempt for the ability of the Communist!' 
Party in,;iimerlca. 

2 . Regarding Further Contact with Tom Black '■ 

At my very first meeting withPAUL SMITH in November 

of 1935 1 was told after TOM left us that very night, that I 
v^as never to see TOM again or to try and get in touch with him ; 

in any fashion, except xmder explicit and direct instructions 
from PAUL. I never followed these instructions, but continued 
to sec BJ.iACK from time to time. We were very good personal 
friends. Further, I used BALCK in a twofold manner: 

(a) First be urovided a very haiidy excuse at hoino 
vihenever 1 went on a mission for the Soviets; I could always 
tell my fan^ily that I was going to see TOM in Newark over the 
weekend. 

(b) On many occasions v/hen I ran short of money for 
expenses, I could always get in touch with TOM and borrovi from 






him. As a matter of fact 1 still owe him several hundred 
dollars . 

(c) On one occasion in the early suiimer of 1936 j 
as a "bonus", when 1 came to hew York to meet fAUL, he later 
that eveninc^ took me to somewhere on hroadv/ay in the eighties 
or nineties, and there on a small bench, by his pre arrangement, 

I met TOK. On such occasions, with the agents who followed ,| 

PAUL, when 1 would mention BLACK, I was always advised never i, 

to get in touch with him. 

3. I was advised to act and live as normally as i 

possible, 1 was never to talk sbout social inequality, dis- 
crimination. or any other subjects which might focus attention 
upon me as a person of liberal or radical tendencies. I was 
told that In so far as was possible I should give the Impression 
of being a chemist who was working at his job, who had a fajiiilj^ 
in Philadelphia and v;bo was not interested in much of .anything 
beyond tils work and his family. 

The only e-:ception to tills r’ule caiae during tlie 
bitter strllte at the fennsylvani a Sugar Company in February 
and i-i'.irch of 1937* At tills time, after a considerable struggle 
y.-/lth myself. I refused to work in the pl-ant during the strike 
and then wondered what STi'fffi woxild say because of the possibility 
of havinr; cut myself off from further obtaining information at 
t^'^e ou.gar Company, Strangely enough STbVW .ap.orovcd of my 
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of my ac.tion and told me that as lon;5 as I had done i-;hat my 
conscience dictated, tViat it was well. He told me that after 
all it v/as not enough to :iust help tbo Soviet Union, hut that 
I also bad bo live a life consistent vjith my phiilosophy of 
helping mankind. 

4 . From the very beginning I was told that at no 
time should I have relatively large ajiiounts of money in my 
possession. By such amounts they meant suins upvrard of twenty 

dollars, I was infomed that as a chemist making a salary of 
some forty dollars or fifty dollars a week, (and back in the 
middle thirties In the neighborhood of some thirty dollars a 
week) that fuiy e vidence of having sums upward of twenty dollars 
might be considered suspicious. 

Abng the sa]7ie line I was told that vdienever I 
received repayanent for the various expenses I had incurred 
that this i’epivymcnt always would be in small sums, never 
larger than tens and twenties, and also that the reason these 
reijiibursei lents wero so delayed in forthcoming was the difficulty 
of axebanging large bills for small ones, v/hich could not be 
traced. I was told, hov/ever, that there was no difficulty in 
^exchanging rubles for Ainerican dollai’s. 

I was told to place the information, vj-here 
possible, in a plain manila envelope of the class type and 
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insert it between the folds of a newspaper. I would then 
exchange papers v/lth the agent, the one I received of course ' 
being perfectly innocent. Some times I placed the Information 
in a large red cardboard brief-case or leather brief-case and 
would turn the entire thing over to the Russian agent. 

frecau tioris v/ith Cvantacts in Americ a ;[ 

Beginning in September of 19l|.0 v/hen I first 
began to .^obtain information from various sources other than 
myself in' the United States I was instructed to following this * 
technique: 

(1) I v;as never to give up/- real, najne, but vjas 
to use an alias such as Fraiik, Martin or Raymond. Also I 
was never to give a full name. The idea of using the names 
I have given above vjas my own, since they are names which 
could just as easily be last names as first names. 

(2) Under no circumstances v/as. I to reveal where 

I lived or v;here I v/orked. However, in the case of SLACK and 
Ew'?UTiiri AR it was necessary to tell them that I was a chemist 
since part of the reason for my having been selected to worJc with 
both of those men was the fact that I would have some kfiowledge 
and unde 3 banding of chemical problems, relnting to the informa- 
tion they were to furnish. 

( 3 ) All the meetings were to be set by me and I 

was to act in the role of superior to these sources of Information. 





In other vjords I was to act in the relationship that the 
Soviet agent had to me. Further, I was told to have knoxjledge 
or to show loio’wledge on all questions that would be asked of 
me, particularly relating to prior contacts these people may 
have had. 


Further, I w as told to "butter them up a bit" and 
to emphasize the value of their ini’orniation and the good that 
they were doing for the Soviet people. 

(If.) I v;as advised to observe strict discipline 
and to insist that all of the American contacts meet me on 
time and made infonnation available at the time that they 
said they xwould.

LOST CONTACTS 

A. PAUL , D ec embe r, 19 3h 

In early December, 1935 I turned over to PAUL 
a bulky roll of blueprints containing the details of the plant 
for the manufacture of synthetic butyl alcohol, which was 
returned to rae the same day. A few days later I came down with 
a severe cold and could not risk my mother’s wrath sJjould I 
leave home and go to ilew York to keep an appointment. Also I 
had no .’11 one y for the trip. 
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As a result, early in January of I 936 TOI) BIACX 
caifie to see me and gave me the location, around 71st Street 
and Broadway, where 1 should meet PAUL. I went to the apoointed 
place ,and met him there. r'AdL told me that his principal con- 
cern was the fact that I might have been detected in returning 
the huge rol? of blueprints to its proper place in the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Company's files. ‘ 

:* * STliVE, November, 1937 

One day before the Penn - Penn State Football Game 
I was badly burned in an accident at the Sugar Refinery. A 
similar accident ’.-/here I was injured occurred in March of 1936. 

On both occasions I was unable to keep my appointments with 
SfEVIii, but i met him subseoij.ently at our reserve meeting place. 

As I recall, this was to be the second Friday of each month 
and was somewhere in Washington Heights. 

On .another occasion in October of I 937 (on the 
Friday night that the Temple University - Mississippi Uni- 
versity P'ootball G.ome took place) SThVK did not show up for 
a regularly scheduled meeting near ^^adlo City. I went again 
the following Friday night end then went to our aopointad 
reserve meeting olace In Washington Heights. However, I did 
pot see him for two or three months. When ho did show up he 
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gave no reason, but said that It had been impossible for 
him to get in touch v/i th me at that time. He gave me the 
definite impression that this had been a prec aution ary measure 
on his part, and sliortly thereafter he turned me over to FHID. 

C . FRhD, hay, 1938 

in about May of 193^ TOli bUOK was severely jn.iured 
in an explosion at the national Oil i'roducts Coi-'pcny, his 
place of emrlojmient. When he was finally able to take some 
action in Kearny Hospital, whei--e he was bedded, he called me oni 
the telephone. I came to Kearny, saw TOM, and was told that 
he had lost complete contact with his Soviet superior, and ■ 

that he desired to get in touch with ti.e man because something : 
was hanging fire. 

Thereupon 1- wrote a report for FRED relating the 
details of TOH’3 incapacitation. When I offered this reu^ort 
to' FRED I got a tremond.'.us bawling~out, but he took the 
renort and about a week later asked me for another one detailing 
just how one could go to Kearny and visit nLACK. Later 1 heard 
fl’om LLACk that the Soviets had gotten in touch viith him at the 
hospital . 

SAL' (SKliJiKOV) 

Th.roughout the period that 3 At and I worked 








together from July of 19l(.0 to March, we only lost contact 

ouco . strictly speaking the contact vjas not lost, but was 
broken by Sili on an evening in March of 19i4.1. At that time 
he told me that he v;ould not be seeing me for some time. If 
ever again, and he advised me to observe the most extreme 
precautions and to watch carfully for signs of surveillance, 
particularly after I left him on this evening. I d id not 
see SA'^i again until Jcily of 19ij.l. 

As to the method as to which SAIi got in touch 
with me I can not recall any, details, possibly he sent me a 
letter, though I don't think so, possibly he called me on 
the phone (this is the more likely of the tv;o ) , but this I 
do Imow: There X'^as an agreement, a definite agreement as to 
hov; he could get in touch with me again, but this arrangement 
involved SAr. 'S taking the initiative. 

h - IAKOVLEV 

I never lost contact v/i th IAKOVLEV until I'ebriiary 
of 19l|.6 v/hen I v;as supposed to raeet him at the Earl Theatre. 

We had an arrangement whereby should either of us fail to 
show up for two successive meetings, at- any particular aopointed 
‘spot, then the reserve meeting place x-jas to be at the Broadv/ay 
stop of the Astoria Elevated Line and inside the combination 
Seafood Restaurant and Bar located at this stop. The signal 
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me that YAKOVLIiV once again vjanted to get in touch with 
me was my receipt through the mail of two tickets, the envelope 
containing no other enclosures, to a sporting event or theatrical 
attraction, in New York City. At a certain number of days 
(I believe three) after the date printed on the tickets I was 
to be Inside the Seafood Bar, Restaurant. 

At an earlier time the reserve meeting vras n 

scheduled l‘or the Clark Street Station of the Brooklyn subway 
and was at the exit of the station v/here the elevators emptied ■ 
into the St. George Hotel. 

The first and only break that occurred in my 
meetings with YAKOvXL’V was as I have stated, in February, 'i 

vjhen he and I were scheduled to meet in the upstairs 
lounge of the Earl Theatre in the Bronx, He did not show 
up on two successive occasions and then failed again to present 
himself at the reserve meeting place in Astoria. I did not 
hear from YAKOVLEV again until early December, I9I16 when I 
received two tickets to a boxing shoT\r in Mew fork City; how- 
ever the tickets were sent to an incorrect address in 
Philadelphia, the address being given as 6328 Jvindred Street, 
instead of the correct one of 6823 Kindred Street. As a result 
I received the tickets a full v;eek too late to go to the meeting 
place, I TA'as at that time vjorking in Mew York and even had 
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the tickets arrived on time I would probably have been 
unaware or that .fact. 

Then, on December 2 -S, at 5 p.m. YAKOVLSV called 
me on the telephone at my place of employmont and Instructed 
me to go to the ’’theatre" et 8 p.m. By the "theatre" I knew 
he meant the Bai'l' Theatre in the Bronx, whore we '-ed last been - 
scheduled to meet. I did go there and met, in place of YAhO'ri.-EV ; ' 
the man F*ijDCSIf-iOV. 

It v/as PEDOSII'iOV who shovjed me the Soviet’s half 
of the. irregtilarly torn piece of paper containing on it the 
words, 'Tiirections to P." I had the matching piece of paper 
on vdiich was written"aul Street’’. When putting together the 
pieces of paper read, "Directions to Pa^ll Street". This, 
plus the phrase spoken by the Soviet agent, "can you direct 
me to Paul Street?", was to be my means of Imowing that an 
alternate had cone in place of YAKOVLfiV. 

1^’. SAnYT Ciav 

nlien SAkYTCIliiV visited me, st rny home in 
Philadelphia on Saturday night, September 2I4., 19ii.9 at about 
d or 8:30 p.m., he also had with him the matching half oC the 
piece of paper. 

Sometime prior to this, about late Jiily or early 
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August of 1949, I had received a letter iu the jnail . This 
letter vjas typed', e.r.cept for the sir^nature, JOKK. The sif^na- 
tare v/as v/ritten "up-hill" v/itb a large "J" and the letters 
were fairly large. The letter inquires as to my health, said 
that it hoped that I v;as well, and said that the writer was 
looking forward to seeing me a-gain soon. I Icnew this to 
he a signal, albeit, not exactly the arranged point that a 
rondezvous with a Soviet agent ivas desired at the meeting 
place in Astoria. 

I did go to the appointed meeting place in Astoria 
some three days after receipt of • the letter, but no one showed 
up . • . ■ 

Later, when SARYTCHJiV came to my home in September 
he bawled me out, saying that 1 had made an error in forgetting 
the date on v/bicb I was to go to the meeting place. And also 
that instead of waiting on the opposite corner frojii the Seafood 
Restaurant and Ear 1 =as to be inside the restaurant, seated at 
one Oj.' the tables. There, his Instructions were better than 
my memory and 1 recalled that. he was correct.

Inasmuch as the various Soviet agents and I had 
a number of conversations in rather public places, such as 
restaurants, bars, etc, it vias early decided by them that 
we use inoccuRous vjords which would refer to specific phases 
of our espionage activities. Some of these vjords v;ill be 
related below:

(1) For the material I was obtaining from the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Company we used the v/ord, "lessons". 

( 2 ) For TOM BLACK, PAUL used the word, "brother", 
(referring to my brother), also TOM referred to the 
various Soviet agents as the "brothers". 

(3) For the Pennsylvania Sugar Company, PAUL 
used the v/ord "DuPont's", and for Dr, RICH, my superior 
at the Pennsylvania Su;‘-ar Company and the Director of 
Research there, PAUL used the words, "your minister".
